When congress saw fit to build 


up the net-work of an army capable 
of quick expansion 
In case ol a 


National Emergency, it wisely pro- 
vided for the Organized Reserve, 
under the National Defense act of 
1920. In this act the Army oi the 
United States is to ve composed of 
three parts. First, a small but effic- 
ient Regular Army, quickly able to 
provide for the first line of de- 
fense of our country in case of a 
National emergency; second, a large 
citizens army, composed of the Na- 
tional Guardsmen of the 
different 


states, which could quickly mobilize 
and take up the role of the second 
line of defense, and thirdly, it pro- 
vides for the organization of the 
organized reserve. 


The organized reserve, in case of 


war would form the bulwark of the 
nation's defense. 
At the 
present 


time it is simply a skeleton organi- 
zation, costing-the government but 
very little for it's up-keep. There 
are twenty-seven infantry divisions 
in the United States. Oklahoma has 
been assigned an entire infantry di- 
vision. This state is one of the 
few states that has its "own divis- 
ion." The 95th division is in turn 
divided into Two 
Brigades, 
each 


brigade having two infantry regi- 
ments. The Infantry Regiment as- 
signed to this area is the 378th. 
Infantry, whose territorj' comprises 
o Twenty Counties of the South- 
eastern section of Oklahoma. The 
Headquarters of the 
37>8th infan- 


try is located In the Federal build- 
ing at McAlester, Oklahoma. There 
Is on duty there, a regular army 
officer who acts as the executive 
officer of the regiment. The com- 
panies of the regiment are located 
over this area, company "E" of the 
378th Infantry has been located at 
Ada. 


There are many former officers 


and ex-service men living in the 
vicinity of Ada and 
many have 


made application for commissions 
•in the officers reserve corps, amof.s. 
who 
are 
Lieutenant 
Harry 
P. 


Schienberg, Lieutenant N. B. Haney, 
Jr., and Charles A. 'Bell who reside 
at Ada, Oklahoma. 


It Is the hope of the war depart- 


ment that officers for the various 
organizations can be secured in the 
towns or nearby the station of the 
companies.

Former non- 
commissioned officers and all ex- 
service men are urged to take an 
interest in the organized reserve 
and 
may receive commissions in 


the grade of second lieutenant if 
properly qualifeid. 


Since an officer of the organized 


reserve comes under the 
federal 


status, he is not subject to active 
duty except in case of a national 
emergency. Any former officer or ex 
service man may receive all the in- 
formation relative to the securing of 
a commission by writing to Captain 
Owen Summers. Headquarters 278th 
Infantry, McAlester, Oklahoma.

JHE MONROE DOCTRINE 


The hundreth anniversary of the promulgation of the 


Monroe doctrine will be observed December 2. This is a land- 
mark in American history which should be observed through- 
out the western hemisphere. While this policy was never en- 
acted into law it has always been accepted by all political 
parties and has been adhered to as strictly as the constitution 
itself. 


At the time Monroe announced his policy there was a 


strong probability that the European nations, having over- 
thrown Napoleon, would aid Spain in re-conquering her lost 
American possessions which had established their indepen- 
dence during the turmoil of the Napoleonic era. This would 
have been a grave menace to the safety of the United States 
and might have compelled this country to maintain a large 
army and navy for self-protection. Accordingly Monroe laic 
down the proposition that the United Slates had no inten 
tion of meddling with the quarrels of Europe but would no 
permit them to interfere with American affairs or acquire 
American territory. In this he had the 
backing 
of' Grea 


Britain and the proposed crusade against the Latin-Americai 
republics never materialized. 


Only a few times have European nations attempted to 


challenge this policy and on each occasion all parties rallied 
to the support of the president in maintaining the attitude of 
the United States. No nation has been permitted to acquire 
any additional territory and the western hemisphere has been 
permitted to manage its own affairs. 


The last occasion for the re-nffirmation of the Monroe 


Doctrine was during Cleveland's second administration. Eng- 
land was trying to grab off a slice of Venezuelan territory 
and refused to arbitrate. Cleveland sent a message to congress 
asking for authority to appoint a commission to determine the 
proper boundary with the understanding that when this was 
done the United States would back the decision. Congress, 
regardless of party lines, speedily granted the request of the 
president. Finally Great Britain alighted from her high horse 
and submitted her claims to the commission. 
The line was 


marked out and both Great Britain and Venezuela accepted 
the decision, thus ending the controversy in a peaceful manner. 


This was striking evidence that the Monre Doctrine was 


very much alive in the minds of the American people and it 
is not probable that it will ever be challenged again. 


WHAT DOES IT MEAN? 


Already rumors are flying concerning the probable at- 


titude of various state senators on the Walton case, if charges 
are preferred by the house. One 
is to the effect that Jim 


Harris will try to line the twelve Republican senators up solid- 
ly in favor of the governor. Others are cited as having re- 
ceived special favors at the hands of the governor, hence may 
be expected to pay whatever obligation they may be under 
by voting to clear him should he f-ace trial. 


We do not know what there is in such rumors, but we 


consider it very ill advised to try to bring any sort of influ- 
ence to bear one way or the other on the senators. They will 
be the jurymen in the case and should hear whatever charges 
that may be presented with open minds, just as they would 
be supposed to do if sitting on a jury in a court. Any one 
seeking to influence them in advance of the hearing is no 
better than a jury fixer. 


Should Harris intervene it will certainly a'dd nothing to 


the prestige of the Republican party in the next campaign, for 
the party would be in the position of calling the kettle black 
should Hards' work on his party's senators prove the deciding 
factor in the case. Harris, however denies that he is sseking 
to influence anyone. 


It should be remembered that no charges have yet been 


presented and no evidence has been heard. Until this is done 
the governor is to be presumed innocent, just as would be a 
man on trial in a civil court. If charges arc made and proved 
it is the duty of every senator to cast his vote in favor of a 
verdict of guilty no matter what the consequences may be 
to himself-. 


Oklahoma has had too much crooked politics in the past 


and has suffered severely as a result. It is now time for a 
square deal all the way around. If crooks are found in the 
service of .the state no mercy should be shown them. It occurs 
to us that a senator should consider it an insult to be ap- 
proached on the subject of a verdict in advance of the trial, 
if there is one.
